Sword of Government to make them effec- 
tive, if the people will not be persuaded to ac- 
cept voluntarily and adopt cooperatively these 
man-decreed “changes in a changing society.” 

But the Iron Mountain Study Group was 
different in that it sought what it called “total 
objectivity” in its recommendations. By this, 
it seems to mean total disregard for any 
moral considerations, either on the part of the 
Planners or of the people for whom they plan. 
Religious considerations are ignored totally 
(or so the Iron Mountain Boys would have 
themselves believe). People are treated, not 
as human beings, but as pawns to be moved, 
sacrificed, taken out of the game of life at the 
whim of The Players. 

The Iron Mountain Boys refer to the non- 
military functions of war as being of far 
greater importance than mere national de- 
fense or extension of empire. More important 
is the economic necessity for war: 

» “War has provided both ancient and mod- 
ern societies with a dependable system for 
stabilization and controlling national econo- 
mies. No alternate method of control has yet 
been tested in a complex modern economy 
that has shown itself remotely comparable in 
scope or effectiveness.” 

TO INTERPOLATE: UNDER THE “NEW 
ECONOMY,” WAR IS AN ECONOMIC NE- 
CESSITY; WAR MUST BE WAGED, LITER- 
ALLY, TO PREVENT DEPRESSIONS AND 
OTHER ECONOMIC MALADJUSTMENTS. 

Cited in support of this thesis are: 


KENNETH E. BOULDING: The war in- 
dustry accounts for approximately a tenth of 
the output of the world’s total economy. No 
amount of peace-time “pyramid building,” 
moon-visiting, poverty warring, or other 
kinds of spending can compensate for this ne- 
cessary “one-tenth” now produced by the war 
industry. Like the oil industry and the car 
industry, the war industry must be kept 
healthy; otherwise a healthy economy is im- 
possible. 

ARTHUR I. WASKOW: Military expendi- 
ture is economic “waste,” but some kinds of 
waste have a social utility. The wastefulness 
of war production is exercised entirely outside 
the framework of the economy of supply and 
demand. Thus, it is subject to complete and 
arbitrary central control. The war industry is 
the balance-wheel which can keep all other in- 
dustries “in line” and under control of a cen- 
tral authority (the “guns and butter” syn- 
drome). 

DAVID T. BAZELON: “Why is war so 
wonderful? Because it creates artificial de- 
mand... . the only kind of artificial demand, 
moreover, that does not raise any political is- 
sues: war, and only war, solves the problem of 
inventory.” 

U.S. ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMA- 
MENT AGENCY: “It is generally agreed that 
the greatly expanded public sector resulting 
from heavy defense expenditures, has provid- 
ed additional protection against depression, 
since this sector is not responsive to contrac- 
tion in the private sector and has provided a 
sort of buffer or balance wheel in the econo- 
my.” 

FRANK PACE (former Secretary of the 
Army): “If there is, as I suspect there is, a 
direct relation between the stimulus of large 
defense spending and a substantially in- 
creased rate of growth of gross national 
product, it quite simply follows that defense 
spending per se might be countenanced on 
economic grounds alone as a stimulator of the 
national metabolism.”

no longer any question as to why a war in 
Vietnam goes on and on, when it could be 
ended in weeks: war is necessary to maintain 
the economy. And future wars will be neces- 
sary to stabilize the economy in future years! 

Now a government cannot bluntly declare 
to the people of a nation: “We are about to 
have a depression, therefore we must go to 
war against somebody to prevent this de- 
pression.” Against such a declaration, the 
people would rebel, and change their govern- 
ment, 

Therefore, the Planners must bring about 
other, more acceptable reasons for waging a 
war; reasons that are altruistic, emotional, 
humanitarian, defensible and defendable. 
Hence, a sinking of the Maine, a sinking of 
the Lusitania, an attack on Pearl Harbor, an 
invasion of South Korea, a Gulf of Tonkin in- 
cident — 

Remember the Atlantic Charter with its ac- 
companying “Four Freedoms” enunciation? 
Remember how these, plus a planned and pre- 
cipitated Pearl Harbor attack, caused a whole 
nation to believe that its entry into a war in 
Europe was just, holy, humanitarian? The 
Planners decreed war because it was the only, 
way to whip a world-wide depression; we, the 
people, fought the war for entirely different 
reasons, reasons that were stated in this At- 
lantic Charter.

In August 1941; Roosevelt and Churchill 
met off Newfoundland in Placentia Bay, and 
produced the “Atlantic Charter” which was 
supposed to guarantee all kind of freedoms to 
mankind, and restore the territorial integrity 
and freedom of all the occupied nations. 

A beautifully framed and illuminated At- 
lantic Charter was hung in the National Mu- 
seum in Washington, and thousands of visi- 
tors viewed it: The Office of War Informa- 
tion (OWI) printed up 240,000 copies of it. 

On Jan. 1, 1942, 26 nations came together 
and signed a declaration in Washington sup- 
porting the principles of the Atlantic Charter, 
and formed the “United Nations.” 

When the details of the Teheran Confer- 
ence leaked out, and it became known that 
the occupied nations, who had been guaran- 
teed the right of self-government after vic- 
tory, had been betrayed, Roosevelt was asked 
about the Atlantic Charter he and Churchill

he had obtained the Charter. He was told 
that it came from the OWI, who had “loaned” 
the precious document to the National Mu- 
seum. O’Donnell inquired at the OWI, and 
found that they had gotten it up, and affixed 
the names of Roosevelt and Churchill. By the 
time O’Donnell got back to the museum with 
this information, the great Charter had dis- 
appeared! An attendant told him it had been 
ordered off the wall just 20 minutes before! 


We have attempted to locate an original 
copy of the Atlantic Charter, and so far our 
efforts have been rewarded with a signal lack 
of success, After receiving one or two arro- — 
gant and insulting letters from the Library of 
Congress they finally admitted that there was 
no such document, and confirmed the story 
above of Roosevelt’s press conference. It ap- 
pears that there is a hand-written or taped 
copy at the Roosevelt Memorial Library in 
Hyde Park, N.Y. of the press release signed 
only by Roosevelt, with Churchill’s name in — 
FDR’s handwriting. Churchill’s war memoirs, 
Vo. I, THE GRAND ALLIANCE, shows a 
photostatic copy of a typed draft, with Eng- 
lish-style spelling, with inked-in corrections 
again unsigned. The State Paper Room of the __ 
British Museum in London also appears tobe __ 
unable to produce an original copy of the 
Charter. However, they provided photostatic 
copies of a 12-page pamphlet printed by 
Whitcombe and Tomber, Ltd., giving the text 
of the Charter, and a preface and postscript. — 
Signatures purporting to be those of Roose- 
velt and Churchill appear in the pamphlet, 
but they obviously are not taken from the 
original Charter. The Seal of the British Mu- — 
seum appears on the pamphlet. The preface 
of this pamphlet says, “On January 1, 1942, 
the United Nations came into being.” 

The Atlantic Charter meeting was obvious- 
ly just a cover-up story to hide the real rea- 
son for their meeting, which was to plan how 
to bring America into World War II. The
